Milestone Moment in Gulf Spill 


BP says ‘static kill’ 
procedure seems to 
have plugged gusher 

New Orleans 

BP claimed a key milestone 
Wednesday in a drive to perma- 
nently plug its blown- out oil well, 
upbeat news that dovetailed with 
a federal report indicating much of 
the spilled crude has disappeared, 
though officials cautioned that 
recovery is far from over. 

BP PLC reported that mud 
forced down the well overnight 
was pushing the crude back down 
to its source for the first time since 
the Deepwater Horizon rig explod- 
ed off Louisiana on April 20, kill- 
ing 11 workers, rupturing the sea- 
floor wellhead and causing one of 
the world’s worst oil spills. 

Crews still have to determine 
whether an area between the 
inner piping and outer casing of 
the blown-out wellhead is leaking 
— something they say they can’t 
answer until they drill in from the 
bottom later this month. 

“There’s a lot of reasons why 
there’s no ‘Mission Accomplished’ 
banner,” White House spokesman 
Robert Gibbs said. 

“There’s a lot of work to do,” he 
said. “We’re not leaving the area, 
and, more importantly, we’re not

leaving behind any commitment 
to clean up the damage that’s 
been done and repair and restore 
the Gulf.” 

Still, the plugging is progress- 
ing, giving officials high confidence 
that no more oil will leak into the 
Gulf, retired Coast Guard Adm. 
Thad Allen, the government’s point 
man on the spill response, said at a 


news briefing in Washington. 

Crews that performed the so- 
called “static kill” overnight now 
must decide whether they should 
follow up by pumping cement down 
the broken wellhead, and officials 
said they won’t declare complete 
victory until they see what hap- 
pens when they drill in from the 
other end. (ap)

The static kill news coincided 
with the release of a federal report 
Wednesday indicating that only 
about a quarter of the spilled oil 
remains in the Gulf and is degrad- 
ing quickly, with the rest contained, 
cleaned up or otherwise gone. The re- 
maining oil, much of it below the sur- 
face, remains a threat to sea life and 
Gulf Coast marshes, but the spill no 
longer poses a threat to the Florida

House Will Return for Jobs Bill 


After $26B measure 
clears Senate hurdle, 
Pelosi calls for vote 

Washington 

Last-minute money to save the jobs 
of tens of thousands of teachers 
and other public workers overcame 
a Republican filibuster Wednes- 
day and sped toward Senate pas- 
sage. The House, under pressure to 
help cash-strapped schools nation- 
wide, was being called back from 
its summer break for an expected 
final vote next week. 

The $26 billion measure would 
help states ease their severe budget 


problems and — advocates said — 
stop the layoffs of nearly 300,000 
teachers, firefighters, police and 
other public employees. Though 
scaled back, the bill also would sal- 
vage a victory for Democrats who 
have been unable to deliver most 
of the jobs help they and President 
Obama promised. 

The legislation advanced by a 
61-38 tally that all but ensured it 
would pass the Senate on Thursday. 
House Speaker Nancy Pelosi said she 
would call the House back into ses- 
sion next week to approve the mea- 
sure to get it to Obama for his sig- 
nature before most schools reopen.

Gov’t Settles With Intel 


FTC agreement seen 
as eonsumer vietory 
over prices of CPUs 

San Francisco 

The Federal Trade Commission 
is trumpeting its settlement with 
Intel Corp. as a victory for consum- 
ers who have overpaid for comput- 
er chips for a decade, though com- 
puter buyers shouldn’t expect a 
sudden drop in prices. 

The deal announced Wednesday 
represents the end to the harshest 
antitrust lawsuit Intel has faced 
yet from government regulators, 
and it imposes the strictest set of 
changes onto the way Intel does 
business. 


But any changes as a result of 
the FTC’s actions would likely be 
gradual, and possibly impercepti- 
ble, to most people. 

One reason is that the prices 
for computer chips have steadi- 
ly fallen anyway as technological 
advancements make it cheaper for 
companies such as Intel to make 
more powerful chips. Consumers 
have gotten used to getting more 
computer for less money every time 
they go shopping. 

The FTC’s case is built on the 
argument that those prices haven’t 
fallen as fast as they could have. It 
has accused Intel of contributing 
to that by abusing its position as 
the No. 1 supplier of both central 
processing units and graphics pro- 
cessing units to box rivals out of the 


market and stifle competition. 

CPUs are the “brains” of com- 
puters and are among their most 
expensive parts, often making up 
about 15 percent to 20 percent of 
a computer’s price. GPUs are chips 
that make graphics look good on 
computer screens. 

FTC Chairman Jon Leibowitz 
said Intel’s behavior stepped well 
over the line — moving beyond 
“the type of aggressive compe- 
tition on the merits that we all 
encourage and into the realm of 
unfair, deceptive and anticompet- 
itive conduct.” 

Intel has long denied the charg- 
es and has pointed to the industry’s 
falling prices as evidence that the 
market is functioning normally.

Damage migrates 
south as monsoons 
threaten villages 


Kot Addu, Pakistan 

Flooding ravaged hundreds of vil- 
lages in Pakistan’s main province 
of Punjab on Wednesday, destroy- 
ing homes, soaking crops, and 
threatening more lives. Aid work- 
ers warned that bloated rivers 
would surge south soon, flooding 
more areas. 

This year’s monsoon season 
has caused the worst flooding in 
Pakistan in living memory and 
already killed more than 1,500 peo- 
ple. The U.N. scrambled to provide 
food and other assistance to about 
3.2 million affected people in a nation 
already struggling with an Islamist 
militancy and a poor economy.

Blast near Iranian 
leader’s convoy is 
blamed on fireworks 

Tehran, Iran 

Iran’s official news agency said 
Wednesday that an explosion near 
the president’s convoy was just an 
excited fan setting off fireworks, 
den 3 dng earlier reports of an assas- 
sination attempt. 

A fan set off a firecracker sim- 
ilar to those used during sports 
matches to express his excitement 
at Iranian President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad’s visit to the west- 
ern Iranian town of Hamedan, 
reported the IRNA news agency. 
The explosion near the president’s 
convoy had set off a flurry of media 
reports, including one that it was 
a handmade grenade. 

The conservative Iranian web- 
site Khabaronline.ir said a gre- 
nade exploded as the president’s 
convoy headed from the airport 
to the venue for the speech, but 
did not harm him. Eyewitnesses 
in Hamedan told The Associated 


Press that the explosion definite- 
ly came from a firecracker. 

“It was a firecracker, which 
made a sound and produced smoke 
near where I was standing,” Amin 
Mehrabi said. “Many people filmed 
it with their cell phone cameras.” 

Iran’s deputy police chief, Gen. 
Ahmad Reza Radan, told the state 
news agency the reports about the 
explosion were “sheer lies” circu- 
lated by foreign media. 

Ahmadinejad went on to give 
his speech as planned, and it was 


broadcast live on state television. 
He made no mention of the attack 
in his remarks, focusing instead on 
the country’s nuclear program. 

One person was arrested in con- 
nection with the attack, the website 
report said, adding that Ahmadine- 
jad’s car was about 100 yards from 
the blast. It also said there was no 
information about whether any- 
one was injured. 

“The explosion caused a 
lot of smoke,” the report said.

In state media’s only mention of 
the attack, Xinhua News Agency 
issued a short report late Wednes- 
day, citing a city government state- 
ment that said police had detained 
a 26 -year-old man on suspicion of 
killing at least three children. 

Self-employed Fang Jiantang 
admitted committing the attack, 
but his motive was unknown, Xin- 
hua said.

A Victory for Gay Rights 

Same-sex marriage debate could reach high court after Cali£ ban is overturned 


San Francisco 

A federal judge overturned Cal- 
ifornia’s same-sex marriage ban 
Wednesday in a landmark case 
that could eventually land before 
the U.S. Supreme Court to decide 
whether gays have a constitutional 
right to marry in America. 

Chief U.S. District Judge Vaughn 
Walker made his ruling in a law- 
suit filed by two gay couples who 
claimed the voter-approved ban 
violated their civil rights. 

Gay couples waving rainbow and 
American flags outside the court- 
house cheered, hugged and kissed 
as word of the ruling spread. 

“This is a victory for the Ameri- 
can people. It’s a victory for our jus- 
tice system,” said former U.S. solic- 
itor general Theodore Olson, who 
delivered the closing argument at 
trial for opponents of the ban. He 
said the ruling “vindicates the rights 
of a minority of our citizens to be 
treated with decency and respect 
and equality in our system.” 

Despite the favorable ruling for 
same-sex couples, gay marriage will 
not be allowed to resume immedi- 
ately. Judge Walker said he wants to 
decide whether his order should be 
suspended while the proponents of 
the ban pursue their appeal in the 
9th US. Circuit Court of Appeals. The 
judge ordered both sides to submit 
written arguments on the issue by 
Aug. 6. 

Supporters argued the ban was 
necessary to safeguard the tra- 
ditional understanding of mar- 
riage and to encourage responsi- 




Support From the Top 

One of the first people to publicly support 
Wednesday’s decision was California Gov. 
Arnold Schwarzenegger, who was one of the 
suit’s original defendants but had refused to 
support Proposition 8 in court. He said the deci- 
sion “provides an opportunity for all Californians 
to consider our history of leading the way to the 
future, and our growing reputation of treating all 
people and their relationships with equal 
respect and dignity.’’ (express) 


ble childbearing. California voters 
passed the ban as Proposition 8 in 
November 2008, five months after 
the state Supreme Court legalized 
gay marriage. 

Walker, however, found that the 
gay marriage ban violates the Con- 
stitution’s due process and equal 
protection clauses while failing “to 
advance any rational basis in sin- 
gling out gay men and lesbians for 
denial of a marriage license.”

appeal was certain if Walker did 
not rule in their favor. The case 
would go first to the 9th U.S. Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals, then the 
Supreme Court if the high court 
justices agree to review it. 

Walker heard 13 days of testimo- 
ny and arguments since January dur- 
ing the first trial in federal court to 
examine whether states can prohibit 
gays from getting married. 

The verdict was the second in a 
federal gay marriage case to come 
down in recent weeks. A federal 
judge in Massachusetts decided 
last month the state’s legally mar- 
ried gay couples had been wrongly 
denied the federal financial bene- 
fits of marriage because of a law 
preventing the U.S. government 
from recognizing same-sex unions.

Ben Olsen was destined to become 
an MLS head coach. But not this 
week. The fact that the recently- 
retired player will lead D.C. United 
against the New England Revolu- 
tion Saturday says more about the 
floundering club than it does about 
the 33-year-old D.C. icon.

Payne said. 

Olsen, 33, who 
ended his sterling 
career last Octo- 
ber and was hired 
as Onalfo’s assis- 
tant, will coach 
the team through 
the remainder of the season. Olsen 
said he accepted the job “with mixed 
emotions,” and that, “This is a real- 
ly difficult time for the club. ... If we 
are going to turn this thing around, 
we have to pull together.” 


Olsen may be coaching materi- 
al, but players win and lose games, 
and United lacks the talent. That 
falls largely on Payne and CM Dave 
Kasper, who presided over the dis- 
mantling of a team that finished with 
MLS’ best record in 2006 and 2007 
but is on the verge of missing the 
playoffs for the third-straight year. 

Big-name signings have been 
busts, the team has littie depth, and 
the best player this season has been 
a 17-year-old, Andy Najar. Payne said 
that “recent performances have con- 
vinced us that we need to make a 
change at the top.” But on Wednes- 
day the ax fell several levels below, 
and it will take more than Onalfo’s 
departure to reverse the fortunes at 
a club that’s had little to cheer for on

That was what Billy Gordon was 
shooting for in May of 1985 when 
he hosted the Full Moon Jambo- 
ree on a piece of land known as 
the Farm in Potomac, Md. The 
party lasted only a weekend, but 
with more than a thousand peo- 
ple in attendance — including 
some disgruntled police — the 
festival propelled itself into local- 
music infamy. 

Twenty-five years later, “Heavy 
Metal Parking Lot” director Jeff 
Krulik revisits the notorious party 
in his new documentary, “Heavy 
Metal Picnic.” Krulik decided to 
make the film after screening some 
footage of the party shot by a friend 
who’d been armed with a home-vid- 
eo camera and a CBS microphone 


swiped from one of Ronald Reagan’s 
inauguration ceremonies. 

Krulik tracked down folks who 
were at the Jamboree for interviews 
that offer viewers a glimpse into the 
heyday of Maryland’s rock scene. 

What was it about the footage 
that attracted you to the project? 

It’s funny; it’s very genuine. Every- 
body was part of that scene, so they 
were kind of making their own 
home movie. It’s a real kind of win- 
dow into this period, which is great 
because this is a time way before 
cell phone cameras, way before 
the proliferation of home video — 
home video was very much in its 
infancy. Nobody had cameras and, 
of course, in a situation like this 
party, [where the crew] had a CBS

microphone, it was, like, “What? Is 
this the news?” Footage from that 
period is really rare. ... That’s why 
it really appealed to me. 

How did people who were at the 
party react to the film? 

It’d be like you watching whatev- 
er period of time you were really 
coming of age or really just, you 
know, sowing your oats. If you saw 
a video of it, as long as you weren’t 
doing anything too embarrass- 
ing, you’d probably really enjoy it.

KenCen’s ‘Mary 
Poppins’ is one 
wild umbrella ride

Those who grew up watching 
“Mary Poppins” may remember 
it as the soothing tale of gentle 
Julie Andrews fixing everything 
for a pair of unhappy children and 
their strict Victorian parents. But 
for those seeing it with fresh eyes, 
it’s clear that “Mary Poppins” has a 
far more subversive message roil- 
ing beneath its surface. 

The stage musical version cur- 
rently plajdng at the Kennedy Cen- 


ter moves in this vein: It’s less a 
trip down the rabbit hole than a 
mysterious white pill dissolving 
on the tongue. 

Mary Poppins, (a tight-lipped 
Caroline Sheen) a strict and mag- 
ical nanny, shows up on the door- 
step of the Banks family. The two 
children are horrible brats until 
Mary gives them a mysterious liq- 
uid and their chores magically do 
themselves. Later, she plunges them 
into a psychedelic world of sparkly 
chimney sweeps, mysterious park 
dwellers, dancing statues and ani- 
mals come-to-life. 

The stage show attempts to fill 
out lifeless characters such as Mrs. 
Banks by giving them songs and

brings in an evil troll of a Nanny to 
terrorize the children so that Mary 
Poppins can swoop in once again 
and save the day. What’s more, the 
children learn kindness, frugality 
and the importance of making up 
words for no reason. 

Disney’s signature special 
effects are in full force here — and 
they are impressive — but the play’s 
true message is communicated 
when Mr. Banks and his children 
rediscover the joys of flying high 
as a kite together. It’s quite a trip.

In ‘All Days Are Nights/ 
Rufus Wainwright traces 
a difficult year in the life of 
his rock-royalty family 


Music 

Hanging in Rufus Wainwright’s home on 
Long Island are two pieces by David Adamo, 
a Rochester-born, Berlin-based artist who 
creates complex installations using found 
objects: violin cases, harp strings, coat hang- 
ers, whittled canes. 

“They’re very modern,” says Wainwright. 
“They’re very, very beautiful.” 

The two pieces have a personal reso- 
nance for Wainwright, a pop singer with a 
classical bent. “I saw a show of his in Italy 
with my mother,” he explains. “It was the 
last art show that she saw, so I bought two 
of the pieces. These were technically the last 
two pieces of art that she saw.” 

Wainwright’s mother is famed Canadi- 
an folk singer Kate McGarrigle, who died 
of cancer in January. That was just a few 
short months before her son released his 
sixth album, the new “All Days Are Nights: 
Songs for Lulu.” The eloquentiy austere disc is 
Rufus, unplugged: Instead of the full orches- 
tras that usually appear on Wainwright’s 
records, this collection is stripped down to 
only his voice and a piano. It includes several 
Shakespearean sonnets set to music, as well 
as an aria from Wainwright’s opera “Prima 
Donna.” But its most poignant and affecting 
songs are those that deal with his mother’s 
long illness and his family’s response. 

In that way, “All Days Are Nights” is a 
document of a rough few years for the Wain- 
wrights and the McGarrigles. “The under- 
lying theme is my life, the various person- 
al and public situations I’ve been involved 
in,” Wainwright says. “I’ve never been able 
to delineate too well between the stage and 
the sidewalk,” he says with a laugh. “So, it’s 
really a cross section of what’s been going 
on over these last couple of years.” 

Wainwright dedicates “All Days Are 
Nights” not to his mother but to his sister 
Martha Wainwright, also a singer-song- 
writer who chronicles her family’s life in 
music. While their mother was ill in Mon- 
treal, Martha was in London caring for her 
first child, born two months prematurely.

Though Rufus’ nephew was kept in the hos- 
pital for six long weeks, both mother and 
son are now doing well. 

“She’s really turned into this superwoman 
and has already assumed the mantle that my 
mother left behind as head matriarch of the fam- 
ily,” says Wainwright. “It’s awe-inspiring.” 

Wainwright wrote the appropriately titled 
“Martha” for his sister, and it’s one of the 
highlights of “All Days Are Nights.” “Martha, 
it’s your brother calling,” he sings plaintive- 
ly, then hints at impending tragedy: “Time 
to go up north and see mother. Things are 
harder for her now.” 

Martha first heard the album during the 
long road trip from their mother’s home in 
Montreal to New York after she passed away. 
“[She] listened to the record in the car, and 
that was when she felt she was allowed to lose 
it,” Wainwright recalls. “So, I’m very proud 
that my album allowed her to go there.” 

As Wainwright prepares to tour exten- 
sively behind his new album — with his sis- 
ter as his opening act — he admits he is still 
learning the songs, which is determining the 
shape of his live show. Before he plays old 
favorites from past albums, he’ll perform 
“All Days Are Nights” in its entirety, with no 
break and no applause between songs. 

“It’s mainly for myself, so I can’t cover 
up my mistakes with little jokes or funny 
flubs,” he says. “I really wanted to learn 
these pieces and grow into them and con- 
quer them, and I knew that it would take 
awhile for that to happen onstage. I don’t 
want to be distracted from that.” 

But, mainly, he says, “I’m a huge fan 
of classical song cycles, whether it’s Schu- 
bert or Hugo Wolf. That’s an experience 
I’ve enjoyed for many years, going to these 
types of recitals. I wanted to give my audi- 
ence that experience, because it’s not a com- 
mon occurrence in the pop world.” 

In that way, “All Days Are Nights” has a 
literary, classical feel even as it represents a 
musical move forward for Wainwright. 

“In a Dickensian sense,” Wainwright 
says, “it’s really been the best of times 
and the worst of times, and it’s a good 
thing to have that record for this period.”

Chuck Close is best known for his 
paintings of startlingly enormous, 
pixelated heads. His large-scale 
works depict his family, his friends 
and his own image in head-and- 
shoulders portraits. From a distance, 
the works have a photographic real- 
ism. Up close, they’re an exercise in 
abstraction: complex grids stuffed 
with abstracted shapes of all sizes 
and color combinations. 

The artist has made his career 
on this investigation and manipu- 
lation of the painted portrait. But 
Close is also a printmaker, and the 
Corcoran Gallery of Art is using 
his first survey of prints (on view 


through Sept. 12) to teach a lesson 
about the practice. 

In order to shed light on the tech- 
nical — and often collaborative — 
process of printmaking. Close’s work 
is exhibited alongside test pieces, 
printing plates and other prepara- 
tory artifacts. 

“Close saved all of these mate- 
rials throughout his career,” said

Amanda Maddox, assistant cura- 
tor of photography for the gallery. 
“He’s interested in helping people 
understand how he works and how 
a print is actually produced.” 


The show is also a work in prog- 
ress, as Close continually adds 
new pieces to the traveling exhi- 
bition, which has been on the road 
for seven years. The Corcoran stop 
includes a new pulp-paper print of 
the artist Roy Lichtenstein, with an 


accompanying video that captures 
the face emerging in shades of gray 
as a team of printmakers layers liq- 
uid pulp over the course of a day at 
Pace Prints in New York. 

The Lichtenstein portrait is a 
strong finale for the show, which 


sketches the narrative of Close’s 
development as an artist — dab- 
bling in everything from mezzo- 
tints to lithographs to hand-loomed 
silk prints, and spanning work over 
almost 40 years. Ten massive prints 
show the process of putting together 
a 126-color silkscreen of artist John 
Chamberlain, revealing the elabo- 
rate layering of hues that produced 
the portrait’s rich color. 

The exhibition also illustrates 
the process of transferring paint- 
ings to prints, as with a painting 
of Close’s niece Emma, which took 
printer Yasu Shibata two years to 
convert into a 113-color Japanese- 
style woodcut — a reminder that 
Close is indebted to the masters of 
the craft in his own development as 
a printmaker. danielle o'steen

‘What the Great 
Ate’ cleans out the 
fridges of history 

Books 

Brothers Matthew and Mark Jacob 
always had a healthy competi- 
tion over who could dig up the 
weirdest bits of trivia to e-mail 
the other. So, when they started 
work on their first book togeth- 
er, “What the Great Ate: A Curi- 
ous History of Food and Fame,” 
the research process really wasn’t 
much different. 

“We started reading biogra- 
phies, and when you pick up a 
biography on a world leader, pol- 
itician or writer and you look in 
the index, they’ve got something 
on frequent toothaches, third mis- 
tresses — but nothing about what 
the heck they ate, or if they had 


some kind of passion about how 
they ate or what they ate,” Mat- 
thew Jacob said. 

So for more than two years, the 
pair searched. Reading stacks of 
biographies and conducting doz- 
ens of interviews, Matthew Jacob, 
an opinion columnist, and Mark 


Jacob, deputy metro editor at the 
Chicago Tribune, learned tid- 
bit after tidbit of surprising and 
strange food-related trivia. They 
discovered that boxing champi- 
on Joe Louis drank blood from 
the slaughterhouse at his trainer’s 
behest, and that Ronald Reagan 


didn’t eat a tomato for 70 years 
after a childhood prank. 

“This is a table of tapas,” Mat- 
thew Jacob said of the book. “It’s 
a lot of small dishes, and, hopeful- 
ly, with little bites, people will find 
some interesting fact out about peo- 
ple like Henry Ford or Bette Davis 
and think, T better pick up a biog- 
raphy on him or her, [because] 
there is a side of them that I want 
to know a little more about.’” 

Though it is certainly exhaus- 
tively researched, the book — 
which the brothers will discuss 
Saturday at Borders in Baileys 
Crossroads — has a light feel. 

“It’s not a doctoral thesis,” 
said Mark Jacob. “We wanted it 
to be fun, because history is fun.”

Laugh to Keep 
From Crying 


Mitch Fatel’s career 
in creepiness — er, 
comedy — takes off 

Comedy 

Mitch Fatel is a lifelong merry 
prankster. The comedian knew 
as a teen that he wanted to make 
a career out of making people 
laugh. 

But he got his calling even 
earlier in life for a simple reason: 
Laughs get girls. 

“I knew that as a little boy, I 
was always in love with all the lit- 
tle girls in school, and I knew that 
if I made them laugh, they liked 
me,” Fatel said. “I could command 
attention.” 

Fatel, who will perform at the 
D.C. Improv Thursday through 
Sunday, embraced his natural flair 
for performance in the fifth grade, 
when his classmates petitioned 
their teacher to let him read books 
aloud to the class. He started with 
stand-up at age 15, and though a 
particularly bad show early on kept 
him off the stage for a few years, 
success has steadily come in the 
decades since. And while mak- 


ing a living off laughs was always 
the goal, Fatel has found himself 
stretched. 

“I have not done in the last two 
years anything I enjoy doing aside 
from comedy,” Fatel said. “You wait 
your whole life to get to that point, 
and I have not had any leisure time 
to myself in years.” 

Fatel realizes he’s traded his 
chance at a normal life for that of 
a professional vagabond funny- 
man, but the promise of new proj- 
ects — such as a TV show idea for 
Comedy Central and nearly 40 
minutes of new stand-up materi- 
al — help cushion the blow. And 
his chances with the ladies were 
spotty, an 3 rway. 

“On the [‘Late Show With David 
Letterman’], they described me 
as a sweet pervert, the kind of 
guy that girls are kind of creeped 
out by, but since it comes from a 
good place, they kind of let me 
get away with it,” Fatel said. “Per- 
verted and borderline sexist, but 
it comes from a very good place.”

Keane drummer 
Richard Hughes 
talks music, politics 
and growing up 


Music 

Keane might not be brandishing a 
bullhorn, but the keyboard- driv- 
en English three-piece sees music 
as fertile ground for political dis- 
cussion. 

“We’ve got a perspective,” said 
drummer Richard Hughes. “But 
we’re just people looking at the 
world. We have questions, and those 
come [through] in the music.” 

Keane’s songs aren’t blatant 
manifestos, but the group has 
woven themes of frustration with 
its nation’s leadership and tenden- 
cy toward “perpetual war” into the 
three chart-topping studio albums 
over the past five years. 

“Yeah, those things are definite- 
ly there,” said Hughes. “Our sec- 
ond record came around the time 
of the second Gulf War. ... The song 
‘Perfect Symmetry’ is a reaction to 
people justifying evil acts in the 
name of something else.” 

Keane is known more for cre- 
ating lush musical worlds out of 
Tim Rice-Oxley’s piano chords

and lead singer Tom Chaplin’s 
octave-stretching voice than for 
politicking. But the two worlds 
collide on the group’s latest EP, 
“Night Train.” 

Longtime patrons of the chari- 
table group War Child, an interna- 
tional network assisting children 
affected by war, Keane collaborat- 
ed with real-life refugee and rap- 
per K’naan on the hip-hop-infused 


single “Stop for a Minute.” 

“K’naan comes out of Soma- 
lia. He escaped to America. He’s 
shot machine guns and thrown 
grenades,” said Hughes. “Some- 
thing so far from us, but that’s 
the thing about music; we have a 
common language that allows us 
to share.” 

From behind the drums, Hughes 
has watched Keane’s rapid climb 
from cramped halls to packed sta- 
diums. 

“We’re all growing up, more 
comfortable with what we do and 
who we are, and what people make 
of it,” he said. 

Hughes is himself an activist 
— he also volunteers with Amnes- 
ty International — but fans are 
more likely to find him tweeting 
out a thought-provoking article 
in the Guardian than letting fly 
with his own half-baked politi- 
cal screed. 

“Pick a subject you’re passion- 
ate about,” said Hughes. “You’d be 
amazed at what you could achieve 
in even five minutes. ... If nothing 
else, it’ll make you a better person.”

Film Festival 

Any film festival aiming to cele- 
brate “Charlie Chaplin Classics” 
has to include silents such as “The 
Gold Rush ” but the AFI Silver The- 
atre and Cultural Center’s series — 
screening through Sept. 9 — also 
showcases some of Chaplin’s later 
sound work. These flicks aren’t as 
slapstick funny, since the aging 
Chaplin traded physical gags for 
situational humor, but they’re clear- 
ly the work of one of Hollywood’s 
few genuine auteurs. 

There are still plenty of visual 
laughs in 1936’s “Modern Times” 
— after all, it’s the final appearance 
of Chaplin’s “Littie Tramp” and the 
last real silent movie. Well, most- 
ly silent: The only spoken voices 


come from telescreens and radi- 
os, all part of the assembly-line 
satire, in which Chaplin literal- 
ly becomes a cog in the machine. 
Watch for his impressively danger- 
ous department-store roller-skating 
stunts, his mistaking of “smuggled 
nose powder” for salt, and his clos- 
ing physical tour de force as a cafe 
waiter and dancer. The flick’s also 
got the lovely Paulette Goddard as 


a beautiful street urchin. 

Slapstick works as brutal mock- 
ery in 1940’s “The Great Dictator,” 
a daring and highly personal take- 
down of Hitler at the height of his 
power. (Chaplin self-financed the 
film, as the other studios feared 
alienating their German and Ital- 
ian markets.) Yes, there’s the hilari- 
ous iconic scene of him ballet danc- 
ing to a Wagner tune while playing 


with a globe, but some of the perse- 
cution scenes are decidedly serious, 
as is Chaplin’s character-breaking 
plea for universal brotherhood at 
the film’s climax. 

Even more personal is 1957’s “A 
King in New York,” Chaplin’s last 
starring feature and a bitter satire 
on commercialism, McCarthyism 
and his 1952 exile from the U.S. 
(where the film was not released 
until 1973). Nearly 70 years old, 
Chaplin looks like a cross between 
Steve Martin and John McCain 
and gets some wish-fulfillment 
when he drenches the Un-Amer- 
ican Activities Committee with 
a fire hose. Chaplin’s young son 
Michael is surprisingly good as a 
leftist, damaged boy who’s clearly 
meant to represent Chaplin him- 
self: “obnoxious, offensive, but a 
genius.” paulstelter

“Storytelling" and 2004’s “Palindromes" were challenging films even for longtime fans. His newest, “Life 
During Wartime," is a sequel of sorts to 1998’s “Happiness" — which, if you’ll recall, was not actually about 
happiness at all. “Wartime" is ostensibly about forgiveness, and the weight that the wronged shoulder in 
that act. The film’s crux seems to be that it’s easier to forget the worst things than forgive them, but the 
message is delivered with such an empty thud that it hardly seems transformative or even truly provoca- 
tive. ► Landmark’s E Street Cinema, 555 11th St NW; opens Fri., see Landmarktheatres.com, $10; 202-452-7672.

Q&A 

It’s easy to forget that living in a 
city with a strong musical tradition 
is a blessing not everyone shares. 
Robert Mercurio, bassist of the 
New Orleans-based band Galac- 
tic, has been lucky enough to live 
in two such cities throughout his 
life. Growing up in Chevy Chase, 
Md., in the early ’80s, Mercurio was 
exposed to the D.C. punk scene at a 
young age and was later introduced 
to the local genre of go-go. 


In 1990, Mercurio and future 
Galactic guitarist Jeffrey Raines 
moved to New Orleans, where they 
formed Galactic.

El-P’s instrumental 
‘Hells’ is an eclectic 
mixtape for summer 

Album Review 

In February, producer, rapper and 
Definitive Jux co-founder El-P 
shocked fans by announcing he was 
stepping down as artistic director 
of the critically acclaimed hip-hop 
label to focus on his own work as 


an artist. Six months later comes 
the release of his latest mixtape, 
“Weareallgoingtoburninhellmega- 
mixxxS.” And if El-P did it as a way 
to chill out all of his worried follow- 
ers, it was a brilliant plan. 

Since the 1990s, El-P has 
steadily been crafting a specific 
kind of hip-hop for himself and 
other rappers like Aesop Rock, 
Cage, Atmosphere and Jedi Mind 
Tricks, producing tracks built 
around dystopian, futuristically

bizarre beats that feel like they’re 
closing in on you in a blaze of 
head-nodding glory. But while El-P 
has proved his own lyrical prow- 
ess with albums such as 2002’s

“I’ll Sleep When You’re Dead,” 


“Hells” — released Tuesday — 
is purely instrumental, the latest 
installment in El-P’s “Megamixx” 
series, which began in 2003. 

But don’t be too upset about 
missing out on El-P’s socially judg- 
mental lyrics, though: “Hell3” is a 
solid record for summer, 15 short 
tracks that link nicely together, per- 
fect for jamming at any pool party. 
Eclectic and electric, the album is 
a measured mix of keys that create 
an otherworldly feel. Some tracks 
prove that El-P can go commercial, 
too, like “DMSC,” where bouncing 
synths contrast with a club -ready

DVD Review 

“Kick-Ass” seemed destined for 
blood-splattering blockbuster suc- 
cess. The film generated major 
positive buzz prior to its April the- 
atrical release, 
earned largely 
positive reviews 
from critics and 
delivered a con- 
troversial sup- 
porting heroine 
in Hit-Girl (Chloe 
Grace Moretz), a 
preteen assassin with the mouth of 
a salty New York City cop and a bob 
the color of a grape Popsicle. 

Yet the average-kid-turned-su- 
perhero flick earned just $48 mil- 
lion at the box office last spring, a 
decent return for an indie made on 
a roughly $30 million budget but 
hardly the kind of revenue that sig- 
nals a pop culture phenomenon.

($40) — will finally reach pop cul- 
ture phenom status now that it’s 
available for home-entertainment 
consumption. Truly, any comic 
book geek or action movie fan who 
missed this spunky, ultra-kinetic 
and, yes, ferociously violent flick 


should grasp this opportunity to 
discover its fight-the-power fun. 
This story of a nerdy high schooler 
(Aaron Johnson) who jump-starts 
a vigilante justice movement and 
inadvertently becomes a YouTube 
sensation could be the year’s fresh- 
est work of superhero cinema. 

“Kick-Ass” may be an experi- 
ence that’s more thrilling when 
viewed in a cineplex, but the movie 
still makes a satisfying leap to 
disc, especially in the Blu-ray for-
